The  undersigned,  in  presenting  to  the  public  the  second  catalogue 
issxied  with  his  sole  signature,  wishes  to  assure  the  collectors  who  may  he 
unknown  to  him,  that  he  believes  his  experience  in  the  business  has  been 
second  to  none  in  this  country.  That  while  having  compiled  catalogues 
for  all  the  principal  dealers  for  years  past,  many  collections  of  more  or  less 
merit  have  been  distributed  which  were  his  individual  purchases,  but  the 
“glory”  of  the  sales  was  given  the  several  dealers. 

Several  correspondents,  wishing  to  dispose  of  certain  portions  of  their 
collections,  having  suggested  that  the  sale  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
undersigned  solely,  he  adopts  the  suggestion,  and  desires  the  public  to 
note  the  following  points  which  the  dishpnest  descriptions  of  certain  cata- 
loguers now  force  upon  well-meaning  numismatists. 

Every  coin,  medal  or  note  herein  catalogued,  whether  ancient  or  mod- 
ern, is  guaranteed  genuine  (exceptions  otherwise  described)  ; the  cost  re- 
funded at  any  time  the  contrary  may  be  proven,  without  regard  for  whom 
the  article  may  have  been  sold. 

The  preservation  of  the  pieces  noted  with  a fairness  to  buyer  and  seller, 
avoiding  all  excessive  terms. 

The  rarity  of  pieces  never  quoted  except  when  actually  worthy. 

Being  blessed  with  good  eyesight,  and  being  able  to  distinguish  a 
Dollar  from  a Dime  without  the  aid  of  a reading  glass  and  live  minutes’  ex- 
amination, the  reader  will  never  find  imaginary  “ die-varieties  ” herein 
described. 

This  collection  of  Confederate  notes  exceeds  in  size  by  nearly  three 
hundred  notes  the  finest  collection  ever  offered,  and  is  to  be  sold  on  its 
merits,  absolutely  without  limit  or  protection,  contrary  to  the  present  common 
custom.  Its  owner,  Mr.  Thian,  being  without  doubt  the  highest  authority 
on  the  subject  of  Confederate  money,  possessing  all  particiilars  relating  to 
the  issues  and  quantities,  gleaned  from  the  archives  of  the  Confederate 
Government,  has  cleared  up  many  errors  existing  in  the  Haseltine  cata- 
logue, exposing  the  fallacy  of  considering  the  $100  or  high  value  notes 
to  be  scarcer  than  the  lowest  values,  when  the  observer  will  find,  in  nearly 
every  instance,  tlie  contrary  to  be  his  experience.
